The  undersigned  in  obedience  to  their  order  of  yesterday,  states 
(hat  advertisements  for  the  sale  of  the  State's  interest  in  the  Internal 
Improvement  Companies,  \vere  made  in  this  country  in  the  following 
newspapers  ;  viz  :  the  Boston  Post,  Boston;  the  Evening  Post,  New 
York;  the  Pennsylvanian,  Philadelphia;  the  Republican  and  Argus, 
Baltimore;  the  Globe,  Washington;  and  the  Louisiana  Courier,  New 
Orleans.  The  advertisements  designed  to  be  published  in  Europe,' 
were  forwarded  through  the  agency  of  the  Commissioner  of  Loans, 
and  appeared  in  the  Morning  Post,  London;  and  also  in  a  paper  pub- 
lished in  Liverpool,  and  one  published  in  Amsterdam.
